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THE 


In  less  than  a decade,  the  obsolete  currency  collecting 
field  has  made  giant  strides  that  have  been  inscrutable  to  some. 
Once  the  bastion  of  pesky  old  codger  “rag  pickers”  at  the  early 
Memphis  paper  money  conventions,  local  shows,  or  regional 
events,  now  many  notes  have  achieved  an  elite  status  that  rivals 
their  Federal  and  National  Bank  Note  cousins.  Advanced  col- 
lectors in  this  era  are  viewed  in  awe  now  for  their  vision  in  col- 
lecting these  “broken  banknotes,”  a misnomer  attached  long  ago

trade  these  treasures  in  a golden  age  that  has  over  100  book  titles 
to  choose  from  and  we  collect  according  to  the  four-volume 
Haxby  opus  published  in  1988;  now  we  have  countless  auction 
catalogues  to  peruse.  There  are  also  Internet  archives  to  search 
for  pricing  information.  I have  now  been  intertwined  into  this

Forming  any  collection  can  be  viewed  as  an  exploration 
of  sorts.  In  my  case,  I never  realized  I had  a natural  affinity  for 
collecting  in  such  a systematic  manner  until  I wrote  the  first  part 
of  The  52  Collection  that  we  sold  on  June  29th,  2010.  On  Jan- 
uary 25,  2011,  we  will  gather  again  for  this  second  part  at  1 10 
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Stack’s  auction  gallery.  Not  being  fully  cognizant  while  that  first 
historic  event  was  unfolding,  over  the  following  months  I real- 
ized how  willing  bidders  were  to  compete  for  these  notes,  which 


routinely  were  selling  for  several  thousands  of  dollars  each.  Such 
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went  to  my  first  NASCA  live  auction  (when  they  sold  the  Af- 
fleck Virginia  notes  in  1983)  it  was  a big  deal  for  an  obsolete 
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time  seemed  to  be  four-figure  types,  for  which  John  J.  Ford,  Jr., 
Bill  Anton,  Herb  and  Martha  and  other  heavyweights  fought  it 
out.  Unique,  fully  issued  genuine  notes  from  New  York  sold  for 
$150-$200,  often  less,  and  many  thought  they  were  a rip  off. 
Being  stupid,  I bought  such  things  from  the  less  liked  dealers. 


As  for  the  auction  houses,  I was  always  their  best  friend. 
I never  stiffed  them,  did  not  ask  for  credit  by  overspending  and 
had  a real  skill  at  being  an  underbidder.  I liked  all  auctions  and 
George  Kolbe,  though  he  barely  knew  me  then,  watched  me 
underbid  such  auctions  as  the  Merkin  library  and  his  NYINC 
sales  with  Douglas  Saville.  Now  I do  that  at  Swann  once 
in  a while  when  I find  time  for  a topic  I like  (Polar 
Exploration  books  are  one)  and  there  is  time  to 
catch  the  fifth  unhealthiest  food  of  all  time, 
a chicken  fried  steak  at  Live  Bait!  Because 
of  auctions  I got  to  know  NASCAs 
Douglas  Ball  and  eventually  fell  into 
this  terrible  trap  of  being  an  auc- 
tion cataloguer.  He  mentored 
the  craft  in  a strict  style  which 


of  course  he  would  deviate  from  in  his  later  years.  His  last  years 
saw  us  professionally  separated,  but  still  close  friends  until  his 
way  too  early  passing.  In  1985  I never  dreamed  that  21  gray 
hardbound  Ford  Sale  catalogues  would  fill  my  shelf  like  nuclear 
silos  of  numismatic  acumen,  many  with  my  name  in  them  next 
to  Michael  Hodder,  Lawrence  R.  Stack,  Jan  Blamberg  and  of 
course  my  editor  Vicken  Yegparian.  These  52  Collection  cata- 
logues will  forever  remain  special  because  of  the  superb  indi- 
viduals who  helped  me  craft  it  and  maintain  my  focus  on  its 
intellectual  and  artistic  content.

My  personal  collecting  tastes  were  regional  for  only  a 
brief  time  when  I collected  Indiana  notes  after  graduating  from 
Valparaiso  University  in  1980.  I never  seriously  collected  New 
York  City  until  the  past  two  years.  Early  on,  I became  enamored 
with  vignettes  and  style.  I was  not  fully  cognizant  of  the  exact 
reasons,  but  buying  what  I liked  was  the  order  of  the  day.  I 
bought  some  clunkers,  but  for  the  most  part,  I was  trading 
up.  I bought  rare  sheets  and  had  a big  bill  at  the 
Sprinkle  Sheet  sale  held  by  Stack’s.  I bought 
my  “Polar  Bear”  sheet  there,  but  sold  it 
later  to  that  old  Texan  Bob.  It  had  a 
full  page  in  the  Stack’s  catalogue  and 
Mr.  Norman  must  have  made  a 
face  for  that  to  take  up  a page  in 
a Stack’s  catalogue.  My  first 


whaling  note  collection  was  my  significant  accumulation  and 
I worked  on  it  for  16  years  until  its  subsequent  sale  to  a foun- 
dation. As  you  will  read  later  (if  you  dare),  I formed  a second 
collection  of  that  topic,  which  is  being  sold  here.  It  is  com- 
prehensive like  the  first,  though  it  contains  fewer  pieces.  The 
second  major  topical  collection  featured  in  this  sale  is  my  his- 
torical vignette  issued  and  proof  notes.  Some  duplicate  scene 
proofs  were  sold  in  the  June  2010  sale,  but  this  is  the  core 
collection  and  represents  12  years  of  effort.  Luckily,  Roger  H. 
Durand,  the  author  of  Interesting  Notes  About  History,  sold  me 
several  extremely  rare  plate  notes  from  his  book  over  a decade 
ago.  It  inspired  me  to  chase  more  rarities.  Many  of  the  vi- 
gnette types  are  unique,  many  of  the  notes  are  unique,  and  I 
think  there  might  be  90%  of  the  Durand  type  listings  covered.

Because  of  this  wide  range  of  note  series,  states, 
styles,  and  vignettes,  the  catalogue  concept  and  title  were  not 
fully  developed  until  the  catalogue  was  60%  written.  The  first 
52  Collection  Sale,  Art  & Security  on  American  Paper  Cur- 
rencies, was  titled  first  and  written  second.  Like  Columbus 
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Ferdinand  and  Isabella,  once  you  set  upon  your  journey  any- 
thing can  happen  to  make  you  adjust  course  to  find  the  even- 
tual end.  During  this  journey,  I think  all  of  us  here  have  dealt 
with  thirst,  lack  of  sleep,  and  other  trifles.  Once  I realized  the 
iconic  imagery  that  was  so  prevalent  on  American  obsolete 
currencies,  the  course  was  fully  set  and  it  was  only  a matter 
of  time  before  Terra  Firma  was  in  sight.  This  second  volume 
in  The  52  Collection  should  be  viewed  as  complementing  the 
first  auction  in  many  regards,  but  it  also  stands  on  its  own. 

Like  Part  I,  this  sale  is  not  a single  owner  sale,  but 
contains  several  other  select  and  invited  consignments  from 
great  collections.  Featured  are  Arthur  M.  Kagins  Demand 
Note  and  other  Federal  proofs,  a family  collection  of  Federal 
type  notes  and  nationals,  Canadian  proofs  and  Puerto  Rico 
specimen  notes.  Three  other  obsolete  collections  join  this  gath- 
ering. The  Andover  Collection  of  Massachusetts  and  the  Kens- 
ington Collection  of  Philadelphia  notes  feature  excellent  titles 
and  rarities.  The  Comparison  Collection  of  genuine  and  coun- 
terfeit/spurious pairings  is  perhaps  one  of  the  most  unique  col- 
lections we  have  seen  and  would  require  decades  to  duplicate. 
An  excellent  selection  of  Colonial  and  Continental  notes,  also 
featuring  patriotic  iconic  images  of  the  era,  are  included  in  this 
sale.  Adding  to  the  diversity  are  areas  related  to  obsolete  cur- 
rency such  as  printing  plates  and  dies,  proof  vignettes,  several 
exceedingly  rare  banknote  company  advertising  sample  sheets, 
and  some  very  rare  and  ornate  share  certificates. 


I e hope  that  you  will  all  find  something  for 
your  collections.  Thousands  of  hours  were  spent  seek- 
ing out  these  notes,  bidding  in  auctions,  or  sharing  a 
meal  to  perhaps  cajole  a desired  treasure  from  a fellow 
collector.  Stack’s  and  I would  like  to  extend  our  sincere 
thanks  for  your  strong  support  and  interest  in  the  Part  I 
sale  and  all  our  Stack’s  auctions,  and  we  look  forward  to 
doing  all  we  can  to  make  this  second  sale  an  enjoyable 
experience  for  you.

The 
bank  itself  became  Charter  928  on  March  23, 1865  and  would  have 
redeemed  notes  such  as  this  for  decades  after.  Earlier  notes  from 
the  bank  were  signed  by  P.T.  Barnum,  but  this  later  issued  note  was 
signed  by  Spooner  as  President  of  the  bank.  The  note  is  essentially  as 
issued  nearly  150  years  ago  with  trace  handling  on  the  corners  seen 
from  the  verso.  A prize  Connecticut  issued  note.  (2,000-3,000) 
The  quintet  of  high-grade  issued  Bridgeport  aces  appeared  at  a Baltimore 
show  several  years  back  and  of  course  were  the  subject  of  much  competition 
to  acquire  as  a "fresh"  deal.  This  note  was  arguably  the  rarest  of  the  group 
in  issued  form.

A prominent  New 
Jersey  patriot,  his  services  to  the  community  and  Revolutionary  War  are  com- 
memorated to  this  day.  Boudinot  was  a graduate  of  Princeton  and  his  papers 
and  many  effects  are  there  today.  In  George  Washington's  army  he  served  as 
Colonel  and  Commissary  General  for  prisoners.  He  was  a Continental  Con- 
gressman and  after  1789  became  a member  of  the  House  of  Representatives. 
He  also  served  as  third  Director  of  the  United  States  Mint.  Eventually  a vast 
land  owner,  particularly  in  the  Ohio  region,  he  bequeathed  13,000  acres  to 
Philadelphia  for  parks  usage.

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OF  WHALES  IN  PLACE 


Unquestionably,  the  vast  majority  of  people 
view  whales  and  American  whaling  through  the  fic- 
tional events  of  Moby  Dick,  which  is  about  as  icon- 
ic an  American  literary  work  as  there  can  be.  Since 
publication  in  1851,  The  Whale,  which  was  the  ini- 
tial title,  has  elicited  over  150  years  of  commentary, 
discourse,  study,  analysis,  over-analysis,  and  of  course 
Gregory  Peck  in  1956  over  acting  a storm.  Much  of 
the  prattle  that  emerged  on  the  landscape  has  perhaps 
sucked  some  of  the  air  out  of  the  global  room  we  call 
our  ecosystem.  So  for  that  reason,  when  I think  whal- 
ing, I think  Star  Trek,  of  course.

For  those  not  up  to  snufF  with  Captain 
James  Tiberius  Kirk  and  the  rest  of  his  crew  of 
eventual  millionaire  actors,  the  fourth  movie  pro- 
duced by  Mr.  Majel  (“working”)  Barrett  Rodden- 
berry  (Gene  around  the  house),  revolved  around  a 
pair  of  humpback  whales,  conveniently  located  in 
San  Francisco  in  our  era  which  using  those  con- 
venient “why  be  a physicist  these  days”  time  travel 
technique  gets  them  there  “no  problemo.”  Spock 
has  some  sanity  issues  and  needs  a hat  in  hot 
weather,  Chekhov  has  an  accent  and  a lisp  looking 
for  submarines,  and  Scotty  has  to  buy  big  expen- 
sive things  that  don’t  yet  exist  for  the  stolen  Klin- 
gon  ship  with  Dr.  Bones,  who  appears  as  lost  as  he 
did  when  he  was  cast  way  too  old  on  the  TV  show, 
cashing  a check  and  checking  on  Spock’s  medication 


management.  The  whales  of  course  would  get  trans- 
ported (“energize”)  into  a large  sea  water  tank  made 
of  1”  thick  transparent  aluminum  (“it  will  take  me 
20  years  to  figure  out  these  matrices. . .”)  and  zapped 
around  the  sun  in  a time  warp  to  go  forward  to  the 
future  in  their  burnt  out  Klingon  ship.  In  the  fu- 
ture or  their  present  or  whatever,  the  then  (or  now) 
thought  to  be  extinct  whales  would  talk  to  the  alien 
300  mile  thing  causing  destruction  of  the  Terran 
Solar  System  (“it  appears  to  be  a probe  of  some 
sort...”)  that  came  looking  for  why  they  were  not 
there  on  Earth  any  longer  singing  their  humpback 
songs.  In  the  end  the  probe  messing  up  the  weather 
goes  away,  Kirk  and  the  gang  get  medals  awarded 
by  actor  Brock  Peter’s  character  (once  in  To  Kill  a 
Mockingbird  with  Peck,  his  big  break,  it  all  comes 
full  circle  in  fiollywood  the  way  I see  it).  It’s  a great 
movie  if  you  are  me. 

The  point  to  all  of  this  is  not  a pointless-to- 
most  film,  but  what  is  the  motivation  for  forming  this 
thematic  collection  featured  in  this  sale  under  its  own 
banner  and  not  mixed  into  the  rest  of  the  sale  alpha- 
betically. This  collection  is  very  personal  to  me  and 
every  item  seems  to  have  varying  degrees  of  relevance 
every  step  of  the  way  during  my  pleasurable  period 
of  ownership.  More  so  than  the  notes  themselves,  it 
would  be  how  or  where  they  were  obtained  and  the 
circumstances  attached.  One  time,  it  was  the  auction 
agent  used  like  Bob  Kvederas,  who  harpooned  my 
Whaling  Bank  Brown  Back  catalogued  in  the  first 
session  (Lot  3363).  Other  times,  it  was  the  pleasure 


derived  when  a dealer  or  collector  colleague  would 
share  a note  he  or  she  believed  was  meant  for  me 
or  had  my  name  on  it.  Often,  I had  to  write  insane 
checks  for  them.  Sharing  this  collection  at  public 
auction  for  new  collectors  to  enjoy  is  something  that 
I truly  cherish  at  this  time  in  my  life. 

Amazingly,  this  is  the  second  collection  of 
whaling  vignetted  obsolete  notes  and  fiscal  paper  I 
have  formed  and  sold.  The  first  collection  was  broad- 
er and  superior,  but  not  by  much  considering  the 
abbreviated  time  span  for  creating  this  second  collec- 
tion. The  first  collection,  now  contained  in  a private 
foundation,  was  formed  from  1983  to  2002.  Most 
of  the  bond  and  share  certificates  had  been  auc- 
tioned in  January  1998  at  Strasburg,  including  the 
named  whaling  ship  shares  bought  at  the  Barbara 
Johnson  auctions  at  Swann  Galleries  in  1996-1997. 
After  selling  my  core  collection  in  2002,  I decided 
to  obtain  anything  I had  never  owned  in  the  first 
collection  and  then  realized  I should  buy  everything 
that  came  my  way,  which  is  what  you  are  supposed 
to  do  when  the  material  on  the  whole,  like  this,  is 
highly  rare  and  desirable. 

I cannot  overemphasize  how  rare  the  rarest 
items  in  this  collection  are.  In  many  ways,  they  are 
much  rarer  than  the  iconic  and  beloved  Santa  Claus 
notes.  Most  importantly,  much  of  the  art  portrayed  on 
the  notes  is  adapted  from  famous  period  paintings  and 
prints  sold  to  the  public. 


Initially,  it  was  difficult  to  obtain  rare  notes.  How- 
ever, in  this  field  I eventually  became  the  American 
collector  of  this  paper  currency  topic.  Much  of  that, 
over  time,  was  in  deference  to  my  strong  interest  and 
passion  for  the  subject.  No  comprehensive  book  on 
this  topic  has  been  published  (the  Muscalus  mono- 
graph is  brief);  I never  took  on  such  a project  myself, 
and  of  course  that  could  have  spurred  some  other 
collector  s interest  in  the  subject.  I do  have  a draft  for 
a book  developed  from  the  first  collection,  but  with- 
out the  digital  images  of  my  former  collection,  publi- 
cation is  impractical.  Those  notes,  for  the  most  part, 
“exist  mostly  in  my  dreams.”  Luckily,  we  all  have  the 
here  and  the  now — this  collection  will  cross  the  auc- 
tioneers podium  and  live  across  the  worldwide  web. 
It  offers  a panoramic  view  into  the  American  whal- 
ing industry  from  1800  to  1860,  through  numerous 
different  styles  of  vignettes,  locations,  and  issuers. 


Observing  the  57  lots  offered  here  (and  the  earli- 
er catalogued  Whaling  Bank  $ 1 0 Brown  Back  and  North 
Carolina  1776  Sculpin  note)  and  the  items  contained  in 
them,  I can  make  an  observation  that  I find  relevant. 
Lets  say  that  in  10,052  years,  with  no  other  knowledge 
available,  all  you  had  are  the  items  here  and  the  lot  de- 
scriptions found  in  a time  capsule,  would  you  be  able 
to  reconstruct  the  events  and  significance  of  them  from 
scratch?  I will  have  this  question  in  my  mind  as  these 
lots  are  sold  and  for  some  time  to  come.  The  Whale  has 
been  a focal  point  for  decades.  Bill  Anton  dubbed  me 
“The  Whale  King”  long  ago  after  an  auction  (maybe  af- 
ter I bought  my  first  Nantucket  sperm  “whale  of  whales” 
note  for  over  $1,000  against  Herb  and  Martha).  When 
my  sister  and  I were  young,  we  would  be  hauled  to  Sag 
Harbor,  Long  Island  for  the  whaling  festival  and  the  mu- 
seum by  our  parents.  That  inspirational  family  trip  was 
the  germ  from  which  this  collection  grew.  From  auction 
catalogues,  to  iconic  Biblical  references,  to  Moby  Dick 
and  to  my  Star  Trek  fascination,  the  reflections  on  these 
notes  and  the  whales  upon  them  have  often  opened  up 
the  space  required  to  be  creative  or  just  relax. 

Beam  me  up,  Scotty.

However,  we  note  that  the  lower  left  corner  had  been 
slightly  rounded  and  has  been  expertly  feathered  back  in  with 
period  paper  by  a professional  archivist.  The  craftsmanship  is 
expert  and  would  be  undetectable  unless  viewed  very  closely 
and  with  that  knowledge.  One  of  the  most  fascinating  whaling 
vignetted  notes  in  this  collection  with  several  layers  of  interest.

the  ship  out  of  New  Bedford.  The  obligation  and  warranty  are 
complex.  The  verso  of  this  was  countersigned  over  once  and 
was  likely  not  redeemed  as  the  First  or  Third  was.  An  extremely 
rare  and  unusual  exchange.  For  example,  nothing  like  it  was  in 
the  Western  America  collection  from  Ford.  Exchanges  such  as 
this  were  essential  in  the  whaling  trade  to  protect  large  sums 


of  money  between  New  Bedford  and  Honolulu.  The  brokers  of 
such  exchanges  knew  the  players,  ship  owners,  captains  etc.  and 
kept  samples  of  handwriting  and 
detailed  records  for  the  flow  of  this 
important  money.  Hawaii-issued 
whaling  vignetted  certificates  are 
especially  desirable.  We  know  of 
only  three  including  this  piece.  All 
are  different  styles  and  one  of  them 
is  now  part  of  a foundation.  The 
exchange  sold  in  the  January  1998 
Smythe  Sale  (Bruce  R.  Hagen  Whal- 
ing Certificate  Collection)  came 
from  Barbara  Johnson's  Swann 
Sale  and  was  the  only  example 
she  owned  in  decades  of  collecting 
whaling  documents  and  books.

The  whaling  bark  Massachusetts  was  lost  in  the  "Disaster  of  1871"  when 
33  ships  were  destroyed  in  the  Alaskan  ice.  No  one  was  killed  as  the  survivors 
sailed  off  in  small  boats  and  were  picked  up  by  the  seven  ships  that  did  not 
get  trapped  in  the  Bering  Strait  ice  floes.  The  survivors  went  back  to  Honolulu 
after  $1,600,000  of  catch  had  to  be  jettisoned  to  make  room  for  the  crews.

We  can  only  place  firm  pedigrees  on  three  examples  including  this  note.  The  Haxby  Plate  Note 
has  not  been  personally  seen,  but  it  has  never  appeared  in  an  auction  and  we  presume  it  is  in  a 
private  collection.  The  last  example  of  a note  with  this  vignette  auctioned  was  in  the  November 
1992  Smythe  Sale  #110,  Lot  2159.  That  note,  just  a bit  finer  than  this,  realized  well  over  $1,000  in 
competition  with  Herb  and  Martha  Schingoethe  who  never  owned  a note  with  this  vignette.  A 
private  foundation  owns  that  note,  (serial  No.  1028)  and  it  will  likely  not  be  sold  for  a long  time. 
This  "Whale  of  Whales"  note  is  truly  a centerpiece  of  The  52  Collection  and  the  new  owner  will 
treasure  the  opportunity  to  be  its  next  guardian.

Over  the 
years,  this  note  has  achieved  a great  charm  and  is  worthy  of  study. 
At  one  time,  the  note  was  folded  over  and  has  a long  tear  from  the 
right  center  across  much  of  the  note.  This  was  all  nicely  straightened 
and  the  verso  reinforced  in  such  a manner  to  keep  the  integrity  of  this 
extremely  delicate  paper.  Without  placing  this  under  a microscope, 
all  of  it  is  apparently  hand  done.  Darker  inks  traced  for  vignettes  and 
details.  Lighter  ink  for  the  serial  number,  signatures,  and  date.  Even 
the  spouting  is  in  that  ink.  The  genuine  example  of  this  type,  or  any 
denomination  from  the  series,  will  likely  never  be  seen.  Extremely 
collectible  and  a museum  piece.

At 
that  time,  not  only  the  mighty  North  Atlantic  cod  was  prized  and 
sought,  but  they  knew  where  the  supply  of  whales  was  just  north 
of  those  fishing  grounds.  According  to  the  research  John  Kraljevich 
did  for  us  in  the  preparation  of  the  2008  Americana  Sale,  Moulder 
was  a Philadelphia  and  Chester  County  merchant.  He  had  ties  with 
John  Nicholson,  prominent  financier  of  the  period.  The  note  itself 
has  been  auctioned  only  twice  after  perhaps  being  off  the  market  for 
decades.  There  are  two  tiny  edge  splits  and  tiny  juncture  hole  on  a 
hard  fold  upper  left.  Back  in  the  ancient  history  of  November  1993 
this  fetched  a hefty  $2,035  at  the  third  DuPont  Sale  by  Smythe.  Last 
time,  three  years  ago,  this  historic  scrip  note  realized  $4,600.  One 
of  the  most  important  private  scrip  notes  from  the  Early  American 
period  and  certainly  among  the  rarest.

That  was  by  far  the  finest  seen,  boasting 
bright  paper  mostly  and  brought  a resounding  $19,550.  We  have  a photograph  of  another,  location  unknown  that  also  appears  toned.  It 
would  seem  unlikely  there  more  than  five  or  so  known.  As  seen  here,  they  do  not  appear  for  sale  often.  This  particular  impression  has 
overall  age  toning  as  seen  on  the  1995  Smythe  piece.  Obviously  stored  poorly  for  part  of  its  tenure  since  printing,  there  are  some  damp 
stains  at  the  bottom  and  partly  at  some  portions  of  the  sides.

An  immense  and  elaborate  design  of  the  finest  style  is  created  when  the 
four  panels  intersect  to  form  one  unit  that  radiates  from  a central,  ornate  large  urn  flanked  by  a pair  of  eagles.  Upon  the  base  and  lid  are  many 
vignettes.  The  crown  of  the  cup  has  an  attached  standing  Liberty  vignette.  The  central  joint  is  covered  with  the  sailor  vignette  used  on  the  Perth 
Amboy  $5  Whaling  vignette  notes  (see  3456-3458  in  this  sale).  Surrounding  the  cup  corners,  in  each  panel,  are  numerous  vignettes  from  central 
style  full  vignettes  to  smaller  base  vignettes.  The  ends  are  designed  in  a frieze-like  panel  with  large  vignettes  running  from  top  to  bottom,  at  the 
centers,  medallion  cameos  of  Napoleon  and  Washington  facing  each  other.

This  might  be 
the  only  example  we  know  of,  and  is  likely  the  set  sold  by  Smythe  several  years  back.  At  worst,  an  exceedingly  rare  engraver's  advertising 
sheet  and  a key  piece.  A museum  quality  presentation  if  there  ever  was  one.  With  Pennsylvania  and  New  York  black  and  white  proofs  routinely 
realizing  a $1,000  or  more  these  days,  it  is  hard  not  to  attach  a five-figure  valuation  to  such  a treasure.  (10,000-15,000)

However, 
there  is  book  entitled  The  Peralta  Grant  by  Don  Powell  in  1960  (kept  on  several  cataloguers  nightstands  I think)  that  details  the  amazing 
story  that  was  reported  in  the  Fred  Holabird  Americana  Sale  of  the  James  Garbani  Collection  of  Arizona  Mining  Stock  & Document 
collection.  Jim  of  course  was  the  worthy  guardian  of  this  epic  and  iconic  museum  caliber  piece  of  Arizona  history.  We  believe  it  is 
the  "Emperor"  of  all  Arizona  share  certificates.  When  you  factor  in  the  number  of  mines  and  types  that  emitted  certificates,  that  says 
something.  This  is  certainly  among  the  greatest  Western  pieces  as  weU  from  this  time  period.  Everything  about  it  projects  an  amazing 
stature  that  far  excels  most  stock  certificates.  From  rich  color,  a deeply  embossed  and  bold  seal,  fine  inked  accomplishment  and  stunning 
vignettes,  this  could  be  a "one  certificate  collection"  if  you  so  chose.  The  most  interesting  share  certificate  we  have  ever  catalogued  at 
Stack's.  The  highest  bidder  will  determine  if  it  is  the  most  expensive.  (6,000-9,000) 

The  following  historical  footnote  appeared  in  the  James  Garbani  Collection  catalogue  in  March  2002  by  Fred  Holabird  Americana:  "This  spectacularly 
ornate  certificate  is  equally  spectacular  historically  It  involves  the  largest  land  scam  in  American  history.  The  name  Casa  Grande  involves  the  ruins  of  Casa 
Grande,  some  of  the  oldest  in  Arizona,  dating  back  to  the  1700's.  It  was  used  to  mislead  investors  into  thinking  the  land  holdings  dated  back  to  Spanish 
times.  The  scheme  involved  an  imaginary  Spanish  Land  Grant,  expertly  forged  by  Reavis  and  others  covering  land  stretching  from  Phoenix  on  the  western 
edge  to  Silver  City,  New  Mexico  on  the  east,  in  a band  75  miles  wide,  encompassing  many  of  the  most  important  mining  camps  of  the  state,  including  Flor- 
ence, Globe,  Safford,  Morenci,  and  Silver  City,  as  well  as  the  future  cultural  and  political  center  of  Phoenix.  If  such  a land  grant  were  true,  it  would  have 
caused  incredible  confusion  and  havoc  among  Americans  who  thought  the  land  was  ceded  to  them  as  part  of  the  Treaty  of  Guadalupe  Hidalgo  and  the 
Gadsden  Purchase,  yet  no  indication  was  ever  made  by  the  Mexican  or  Spanish  Governments  that  any  such  land  grant  existed,  until  mysterious  documents 
were  later  found  glued  between  pages  of  official  records,  but  in  the  wrong  places.  It  was  a preposterous  swindle.  Reavis  had  procured  what  amounted  to 
a land  grant  swindle  package  from  Dr.  W.  W.  Gift  of  St.  Louis,  and  experienced  and  convicted  land  swindler.  [Curiously,  an  R.  B.  Gitts  was  involved  with 
the  Specie  Basis  Mining  Co.  in  1866  - we  do  not  know  if  this  is  the  same  or  a related  feUow-fh]  Reavis  became  so  enamored  of  the  potential  swindle,  that 
he  spent  years  trying  to  perfect  it  before  any  announcement.  Reavis  made  up  approximately  two  hundred  different  documents  and  inserted  them  himself 
into  the  records,  or  cleverly  handed  them  to  an  archivist  asking  for  a certified  copy.  The  scheme  was  announced  in  1881.  Reavis  then  went  about  trying  to 
extort  money  from  various  interests  as  if  the  grant  were  real,  telling  the  public  that  all  he  wanted  was  for  the  settlement  of  Arizona  by  nominal  means.  First 
he  went  after  the  major  land  players  - the  Southern  Pacific  Railroad  and  the  mining  companies.  He  cut  a deal  with  Crocker  for  $50,000  for  the  rail  to  have 
a right  of  way  and  $25,000  with  the  famous  Silver  King  Mine.  Neither  company  could  afford  costly  litigation  if  the  land  claim  were  true.  Reavis  had  done 
such  a good  job  on  the  face  of  it  that  these  important  interests  gambled  that  the  papers  were  real.  From  there.  Reavis  could  basically  say  to  the  public  that 
"the  Southern  Pacific  railroad  and  Silver  King  have  cut  a deal  with  me  for  right  of  way,  which  made  the  grant  real  in  the  eyes  of  some  of  the  public.  But  the 
majority  thought  it  was  not  real  and  fought  him.  The  newspapers  took  the  lead,  but  it  took  a Federal  land  agent  to  begin  to  unravel  the  mystery.  Surveyor 
General  Royal  Johnson  began  looking  in  to  the  land  claim  after  Reavis  had  filed  with  his  office  in  1883  and  again  in  1886  (or  1887  - reports  differ.)  He  took 
a lengthy  amount  of  time  investigating  the  documents,  both  physically,  and  in  the  various  Spanish  archives  in  person.  He  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
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documents  were  complete  forgeries,  and  when  the  time  came  for  publication  of  his  report,  he  slammed  the  Reavis  papers  publicly,  but  the  report  fell  on  deaf  ears. 
Reavis  had  gotten  to  certain  members  of  Congress  and  the  government,  perhaps  with  a little  bribe  or  land  money,  and  Johnson  was  actually  scolded  and  censored 
by  land  Commissioner  Sparks  for  his  work  and  told  to  be  quiet.  Johnson  lost  his  job  through  a change  in  political  parties  when  Cleveland  became  President, 
but  was  rehired  under  Harrison  in  1889.  Johnson  immediately  set  upon  publishing  a report  about  his  conclusions  involving  Reavis  and  the  Peralta  Grant.  These 
papers  bore  damning  evidence  which  resulted  in  two  hearings  and  later  trial  for  fraud.  The  formal  Land  Grant  hearing  (like  a trial,  through  the  Court  of  Private 
Land  Claims)  began  in  1895,  with  buckets  of  evidence  against  Reavis,  who  was  still  so  arrogant  that  he  did  not  show  up  every  day.  He  even  had  to  result  in  [sic] 
representing  himself  after  all  his  legal  counsel  abandoned  him  mysteriously  - perhaps  after  they  viewed  all  the  government's  evidence  against  Reavis  and  knew 
he  had  been  lying  the  whole  time.  He  was  convicted  of  fraud  and  sentenced  to  2 years  in  prison  in  1896,  a seemingly  mild  sentence  for  a swindler  who  took 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  from  numerous  parties.  When  he  got  out  of  jail,  he  was  still  extolling  how  his  Casa  Grande  Improvement  company,  "which  he 
[sic]  had  controlled  since  1884  all  of  the  water  storage  sites  on  the  Salt  and  Gila  Rivers. . ."  It  was  not  until  years  later  that  he  openly  admitted  the  fraud,  telling  a 
San  Francisco  newspaper  reporter  how  it  kept  snowballing,  and  he  began  to  believe  it  himself.  The  story  was  written  after  detailed  investigation  of  the  records 
by  Don  Powell  in  The  Peralta  Grant,  1960.  The  book  shows  one  burned  Casa  Grande  certificate,  stating  it  was  possibly  the  only  one  known.  We  know  of  only  one 
other  among  major  collections.  Extremely  rare  and  important."

The  telegraph  company  was  created  in  1851  and  was  to  run  between  St.  Louis  and  several  towns,  including 
Lexington  where  Waddell  lived  with  his  family  (and  slaves).  Many  of  the  lines  were  just  tacked  to  trees  and  this  worked  and  was  used 
until  the  Missouri  Pacific  finished  their  rail  lines.  In  the  sale  were  foundational  documents  forming  the  company,  only  one  (unique  to  us) 
exchange  issued  form  which  fetched  a resounding  $6,000,  and  much  "miscellany."  This  share  certificate  stands  on  it  own  and  is  a great 
American  certificate.  The  paper  is  quite  alluring  and  exhibits  a subtle  tone  and  a few  folds.  This  has  it  all.  (2,500-3,500) 

The  following  historical  biography  appeared  in  the  Spink-Smythe  Sale  #300  catalogue:  "WILLIAM  BRADFORD  WADDELL  (1807-1872)  was  an  entrepreneur 
who  helped  to  shape  the  American  West.  He  bears  distinction  as  co-owner  of  the  famed  Pony  Express.  Waddell's  involvement  in  the  conveyance  of  goods  and 
information  across  the  United  States  facilitated  settlement  of  the  western  territories  and  linked  those  outlying  areas  to  Midwestern  commercial  centers.  Beginning 
in  1853,  Waddell  joined  William  H.  Russell  in  many  interesting  enterprises.  The  first,  carried  out  under  the  auspices  of  Waddell  and  Russell,  fulfilled  a contract 
to  deliver  military  supplies  to  Fort  Riley,  in  Kansas  Territory.  This  venture  launched  a shipping  and  freight  business  conducted  by  Russell,  Majors,  and  Waddell, 
a partnership  incorporated  on  January  1, 1855.  Alexander  Majors  had  directed  a successful  wagon  train  business  from  Westport,  now  Kansas  City,  before  joining 
the  trio  and  consequently  handled  daily  operations.  Unfortunate  circumstances,  overextension,  and  financial  mismanagement,  however,  led  the  trio  to  a swift 
decline.  Wagon  trains  venturing  into  the  Utah  Territory  became  entangled  in  the  Mormon  War  of  1857-58  and  the  Pah  Ute  War  of  1860.  The  firm  suffered  heavy 
losses  of  cargo,  capital  stock  and  reputable  standing  in  the  competitive  freighting  business.  Russell  further  burdened  his  partners  with  investment  in  a failed 
stagecoach  line  and  an  express  mail  delivery  service.  The  partners  managed  the  pony  express  from  St.  Joseph,  Missouri,  for  a scant  eighteen  months,  from  April 
1860  to  October  1861,  while  teetering  on  the  brink  of  financial  ruin.  Perceptions  of  Confederate  sympathies  wounded  the  Pony  Express,  and  the  telegraph  killed 
it.  Russell  complicated  these  business  loses  with  financial  scandal  that  dragged  the  partnership  into  insolvency."

Our  guess  is  there  are  six  or  seven  known,  most  closely  held  by 
advanced  collectors.  We  note  two  auction  appearances  of  the  type  in  fifteen  years.  The  first  was  this  note 
in  the  1996  Spink- America  sale  at  $825.  Obtained  privately  in  2000,  this  returns  again  to  the  auction  arena. 
John  J.  Ford,  Jr.  also  owned  an  example  that  we  sold  with  his  odd  denominations  in  Ford  X in  Atlanta  May 
2005  for  $1,840.  Notes  of  this  high  caliber  have  of  course  climbed  dearly.  (4,000-6,000) 

The  bank  is  noteworthy  as  it  reopened  after  the  war.  Perhaps,  properly  issued  and  held  notes  such  as  this  were  still  redeemed 
in  some  manner  (new  stock?)  by  the  reformed  bank  title.

He  had  access  in  Rockville  Centre  at  the  time  to  photograph  all  the  banknotes  from  Affleck's 
collection.  Before  that,  it  was  sold  in  the  Wismer-Osmun  sales  held  by  Dorothy  Gershenson,  around  the  ANA  time, 
where  it  was  estimated  at  $50  with  damaged  ends!  Likely  bought  by  old  man  Charlie  Affleck,  this  must  have  taken 
the  local  trip  to  Barrows  Restoration  shop  in  Richmond  where  they  took  care  of  the  loose  ends.  The  work  is  visible 
under  a glass,  but  was  done  very  well  and  makes  this  note  look  complete  all  around.  The  serial  number  2 projects 
well,  as  do  the  strongly  penned  signatures.  Rather  pricey  at  the  Affleck  sale  compared  to  many  obsolete  notes  from 
the  period.

(f)  Stack's  may  utilize  numerical  or  adjectival  descriptions,  and  may  include 
lots  that  have  been  graded  by  others.  Opinions  offered  with  respect  to  nu- 
mismatic properties  offered  for  sale  by  Stack's  are  made  at  the  time  that  the 
numismatic  item  is  catalogued,  and  do  not  refer  to  any  prior  or  subsequent 
time. 

(g)  Where  Stack's  sells  a numismatic  item  graded  and  encapsulated  by  a 
grading  service.  Buyer  acknowledges  and  agrees  that  other  grading  services. 
Stack's  or  knowledgeable  purchasers  might  reach  a different  conclusion  as  to 
the  state  of  preservation  of  a particular  item,  and  that  Stack's  has  presented 
the  service's  description  of  the  encapsulated  item  for  accommodation  only. 
Any  such  information  provided  by  Stack's  is  the  opinion  of  the  third  party, 
without  recourse  against  Stack's  in  any  way  whatsoever. 

(h)  Except  as  otherwise  expressly  stated  in  the  Terms  of  Sale,  Stack's  and 
its  agents  and  employees  make  no  warranties  or  guaranties  or  representa- 
tions, and  expressly  disclaim  all  warranties  and  guaranties  and  represen- 
tations, including,  without  limitation,  a warranty  of  merchantability,  in 
connection  with  any  numismatic  properties  sold  by  Stack's. 

(i)  All  oral  and  written  statements  made  by  Stack's,  are  statements  of 
opinion  only  and  are  not  warranties  or  representations  of  any  kind,  unless 
stated  as  a specific  written  warranty,  and  no  employee  or  agent  of  Stack's 
has  authority  to  vary  or  alter  these  Terms  of  Sale.  Any  alteration  shall  be 
effective  only  if  in  writing  and  signed  by  a member  of  the  firm. 

(j)  If  not  so  stated  expressly,  the  grade,  artisanship,  provenance,  or  attribu- 
tion is  the  firm's  opinion  only  on  which  no  third  party,  including  the  bidder, 
is  entitled  to  rely. 

(k)  Stack's  assumes  no  risk,  liability  or  responsibility  for  the  material  (or 
other)  facts  stated  concerning  the  numismatic  item,  except  as  specified 
herein. 

19.  Unless  otherwise  stated.  Stack's  acts  only  as  agent  for  a Consignor  and  makes 
no  independent  warranty  of  title.  Stack's  offers  the  following  LIMITED 
WARRANTY  to  Buyers  with  respect  to  all  numismatic  items  offered  for  sale. 
Stack's  warrants  to  all  Buyers  that  the  Consignor  or  the  Seller  has  warranted 
good  title  to  property  offered  for  sale.  Any  such  warranty  is  predicated  on 
the  Owner  or  prior  owner  making  the  same  warranty  to  Stack's,  upon  which 
the  firm  relies.  In  the  event  that  it  is  finally  determined  that  the  Purchaser 
has  not  acquired  transferable  title.  Stack's  shall  reimburse  the  Purchaser  (if 
full  payment  has  already  been  made)  in  accordance  with  these  Terms  of 
Sale,  and  Buyer  agrees  that  this  is  full  compensation  for  any  loss  whatsoever, 
whether  actual  or  otherwise.  Tender  of  the  check  by  Stack's  to  Buyer  at  the 
address  specified  on  the  bid  sheet  or  registration  form  shall  end  the  obligation 
of  Stack's  to  the  Buyer,  even  if  the  check  is  not  endorsed  or  cashed.  Stack's 
and  the  Consignor  make  no  representations  or  warranty  that  the  Purchaser 
acquires  any  reproduction  rights  or  copyright  in  property  purchased  at  the 
sale. 

20.  Stack's  further  expressly  disclaims  all  warranties  relating  to  the  grade, 
condition,  identification  of  the  periods  or  date  of  coining  or  manufacture  or 
methods  of  manufacture  of  property  which  is  inaccurate,  or  may  be  proved 
inaccurate,  by  means  of  scientific  process  or  research  which  is  not  generally 
accepted  for  use  until  after  the  sale. 

21.  Stack's  reminds  the  Buyer  that  the  grading  or  condition  of  rare  coins  may 
have  a material  effect  on  the  value  of  the  items  purchased;  that  others  may 
differ  with  the  grading  opinions  or  interpretations  of  Stack's;  that  such 
difference  of  opinion  (including  whether  the  coin  has  been  cleaned,  or  is 
or  is  not  of  a particular  grade  or  quality)  is  not  grounds  to  return  an  item 
purchased;  and  that  all  sales  of  items  viewed  by  a Purchaser  in  advance  of 
a sale,  even  if  the  sale  is  by  mail,  are  final. 

22.  By  purchasing  in  this  sale.  Buyer  agrees  that  they  shall  have  no  recourse 
against  the  Consignor  for  any  reason  whatsoever.  In  the  event  that  a war- 
ranty is  offered  with  respect  to  grade  or  state  of  preservation  or  condition,  it 
shall  be  a specific  warranty,  in  writing,  signed  by  a member  of  Stack's,  and 
shall  specify  its  terms  and  conditions  and  duration.  If  any  numismatic  item 
is  damaged  in  its  removal  from  encapsulation,  or  during  its  encapsulation,  it 
is  at  the  sole  risk  of  the  Purchaser.  Because  of  the  fungibility  of  numismatic 
items,  any  item  removed  from  its  holder  may  not  be  returned  for  any  reason 
whatsoever. 

23.  (a)  On  any  claim  made  by  a bidder.  Stack's  must  be  advised  in  writing 
sent  within  seven  days  after  receipt  of  the  material,  or  the  date  of  the  sale, 
whichever  is  the  later;  these  dates  apply  whether  or  not  the  Buyer  has  re- 
ceived the  material.  The  disputed  property  must  be  returned  to  Stack's  in 
the  same  condition  as  sold  by  Stack's,  in  the  same  holder. 


(b)  These  conditions  are  binding  and  absolute  unless  varied  in  writing  by  a 
principal  of  Stack's  or  if  the  bylaws,  rules  or  regulations  of  the  Professional 
Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.,  provide  for  a longer  period,  or  give  the  Buyer  a 
greater  right,  in  which  case  such  bylaws,  rules  or  regulations  shall  prevail. 
Any  and  all  claims  of  the  Buyer  made  in  violation  of  the  Terms  of  Sale  shall 
be  deemed  waived,  and  the  Buyer  shall  be  without  further  recourse. 

24.  If  Stack's,  in  its  sole  discretion,  determines  that  any  numismatic  property 
is  substantially  and  materially  different  from  that  represented  in  the  cata- 
logue of  sale,  or  in  any  written  advertisement  or  material,  the  sale  shall  be 
cancelled  and  Stack's  shall  refund  the  purchase  price  to  the  Buyer.  Unless 
provided  otherwise  in  these  terms  or  the  PNG  bylaws,  that  shall  be  Stack's 
sole  obligation  to  Buyer. 

25.  The  auctioneer  and  cataloguer.  Stack's,  reserves  the  right  to  include  its  own 
material  in  any  auction  sale.  The  auctioneer  may  have  direct  or  indirect 
interests  in  these,  and  other  items  (other  than  its  commission),  and  may 
collect  a minimum  price  in  addition  to  the  selling  commission.  This  para- 
graph shall  be  deemed  a part  of  the  description  of  all  lots  contained  in  the 
catalogue.  The  catalogue  shall  also  be  deemed  a part  of  any  invoice  issued 
by  the  auctioneer.  The  auctioneer  may  make  loans  or  advances  to  consignors 
and/  or  prospective  purchasers.  The  Consignor  may  be  permitted  to  bid  on 
his,  her  or  their  own  articles  and  to  buy  them  back  at  the  sale.  Any  Buyer 
who  bids  on  or  purchases  their  own  goods  is  required  to  pay  for  diem,  in 
full,  as  the  terms  of  sale  provide  for  together  with  the  full  buyer's  commis- 
sion, and  any  other  applicable  surcharges,  postage,  handling,  insurance 
fees  and  taxes,  without  rebate  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  unless  provided 
for  otherwise  by  contract  with  the  auctioneer.

26.  Stack's,  the  auctioneer,  and  employees  are  "insiders"  and  may  have  ac- 
cess to  confidential  information  not  otherwise  available  to  the  public  with 
respect  to  value,  provenance,  availability,  and  other  factors.  Purchasers 
should  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  numismatic  items  that  they 
are  purchasing  and  avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  outside  consultants 
prior  to  engaging  in  any  purchase.  Bids  are  so  much  per  LOT.  No  lots  will 
be  broken  up  unless  otherwise  stated. 

27.  No  bidder  shall  have  any  claim  against  the  auctioneer,  or  Stack's,  for  im- 
proper sequence  of  offering  a lot. 

28.  On  bullion  items,  bullion-like  items,  and  encapsulated  items  graded  by  a 
grading  service.  Buyer  agrees  that  there  shall  be  no  right  of  return  for  any 
reason  whatsoever.  Buyer  further  agrees  that  due  to  market  volatility,  in 
event  of  non-payment.  Stack's  shall  be  entitled  to  damages  that  are  the 
greater  of  selling  price  or  market,  together  with  any  supplementary  or  ad- 
ditional costs. 

29.  Stack's  at  any  time  may  rescind  the  sale  in  the  event  of  non-payment  or 
breach  of  the  warranty  of  title. 

30.  The  sole  remedy  that  any  participant  in  the  auction  shall  have,  whether 
bidding  in  person,  by  mail,  or  through  an  employee  or  agent,  for  any  claim 
or  controversy  arising  out  of  the  auction  shall  be  a refund  of  the  original 
purchase  price  and  premium  paid,  if  any.  Interest  shall  be  paid  by  Stack's  at 
a rate  of  no  greater  than  nine  per  cent  (9%)  per  annum,  up  to  a maximum  of 
six  (6)  years,  unless  the  rules  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc. 
provide  for  a higher  rate  of  interest  or  a longer  period  of  time,  in  which  case 
such  rules  shall  prevail.  A lower  rate,  or  shorter  period,  may  be  decided  by 
the  arbitrators.  Upon  payment  as  determined  by  the  arbitrators,  or  in  full 
at  the  maximum  rates  set  forth  above,  or  at  an  agreed  rate.  Stack's  shall  be 
deemed  released  from  any  and  all  claims  of  the  bidder  arising  out  of  or  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  such  property.  Purchaser  agrees  to  execute  prior 
to  delivery  of  any  refund  any  documents  reasonably  requested  to  effect  the 
intent  of  this  paragraph.  By  bidding  in  this  sale,  all  bidders  consent  to  these 
terms  and  all  other  terms  of  these  conditions  of  sale. 

31.  Stack's  hereby  disclaims  all  liability  for  damages,  incidental,  conse- 
quential or  otherwise,  arising  out  of  or  in  connection  with  the  sale  of 
any  property  by  Stack's  to  Purchaser.  All  bidders,  even  if  unsuccessful 
purchasers,  agree  to  abide  by  this  condition,  and  all  other  conditions  of  sale. 

32.  All  rights  granted  to  the  Purchaser  under  the  within  terms  of  sale  are  per- 
sonal to  the  Purchaser.  Purchaser  may  not  assign  or  transfer  any  of  these 
rights  to  any  other  person  or  entity,  whether  by  operation  of  law  or  other- 
wise. Any  attempt  so  to  assign  or  transfer  any  such  rights  shall  be  absolutely 
VOID  and  unenforceable.  No  third  party  may  rely  on  any  benefit  or  right 
conferred  by  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  and  terms  of  warranty  on 
any  bidder  or  Purchaser. 

33.  "Purchaser"  shall  mean  the  original  purchaser  of  the  property  from  Stack's 
and  not  any  subsequent  owner  or  other  person  who  may  have  or  acquire 


an  interest  therein.  If  Purchaser  is  an  agent,  the  agency  must  be  disclosed 
at  the  time  of  sale,  otherwise  the  benefits  of  the  warranty  shall  be  limited 
to  the  agent  and  not  transferable  to  the  undisclosed  principal. 

34.  Should  any  third  party  attempt  to  utilize  any  warranties  contained  herein, 
they  shall  first  give  Stack's  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice  by  Registered  Mail 
or  Certified  Mail  Return  Receipt  Requested  during  which  time  Stack's  may, 
should  it  choose  to  contest  the  third  party's  claim,  ask  the  Professional  Nu- 
mismatists Guild,  Inc.,  or  the  American  Arbitration  Association  to  appoint  a 
panel  of  three  arbitrators  skilled  in  the  field  to  make  such  a determination  at 
New  York,  N.Y.  By  seeking  to  use  such  remedy,  the  third  party  unequivocally 
and  without  reservation  consents  to  binding  arbitration,  and  its  conclusive 
and  binding  determination  of  any  alleged  damages  as  a sole  remedy.  With 
respect  to  any  other  pertinent  notice  requirements,  venue  and  personal 
and  subject  matter  jurisdiction,  said  third  party  is  bound  to  the  provisions 
pertaining  to  bidders,  buyers  and  purchasers,  as  otherwise  provided  for  in 
these  Terms  of  Sale. 

35.  In  the  event  Stack's  shall,  for  any  reason,  be  unable  to  deliver  the  property 
sought  to  be  purchased,  its  liability  therefore  shall  be  limited  to  the  rescission 
of  the  sale  and  refund  of  the  purchase  price  and  buyer's  premium.  Stack's 
hereby  disclaims  all  liability  for  damages,  incidental,  consequential  or 
otherwise,  arising  out  of  its  failure  to  deliver  any  property  purchased, 
and  all  bidders  agree  to  this  disclaimer. 

36.  If  it  is  determined  that  a bailment  relationship  exists  while  the  material  pur- 
chased is  being  held  by  Stack's,  for  Purchaser,  said  relationship  constitutes 
a gratuitous  bailment  only,  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  purchaser /bailor, 
as  defined  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

37.  As  a condition  of  bidding,  bidder  acknowledges  that  numismatic  auction 
sales  are  unique  in  terms  of  their  tradition  and  industry  practices.  Each 
bidder  agrees  that  any  claim  or  controversy  whatsoever  arising  out  of  this 
sale  shall  be  settled  as  follows:  if  demanded  by  either  buyer,  or  Stack's  by 
binding  arbitration  at  New  York,  New  York,  under  the  rules  then  obtaining  of 
the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.,  or  as  PNG  rules  may  provide,  the 
American  Arbitration  Association.  In  the  event  that  a dispute  arises  between 
Stack's  and  a non-member  of  the  PNG,  this  means  that  the  American  Arbi- 
tration Association,  at  New  York,  N.Y,  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  over 
the  controversy.  In  any  controversy  concerning  non-payment.  Stack's  shall 
have  the  right  to  proceed  by  arbitration  or  by  a proceeding  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction  in  the  City,  County,  and  State  of  New  York,  whichever 
is  first  commenced  by  Stack's.  The  arbitrator  shall  not  have  the  power  to  alter 
the  terms  of  condition  of  sale.  Judgment  on  any  award  may  be  entered  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction.  The  arbitrators,  and  any  court,  shall  award 
the  prevailing  party  costs  and  reasonable  attorney  fees.  By  bidding  in  this  sale 
you  agree  to  be  bound  by  the  arbitration  provisions  of  the  PNG  as  described 
above.

In  all  cases,  the  maximum  liability  of 
Stack's  for  any  item  sold  shall  be  limited  to  the  official  price  of  record  of  the 
item  at  this  sale,  without  provision  for  consequential  damages,  or  any  other 
damages  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  unless  the  PNG  rules  provide  otherwise. 

38.  If  the  Purchaser  fails  to  comply  with  one  or  more  of  these  Terms  and  Condi- 
tions of  Sale  then,  in  addition  to  all  other  remedies  which  it  may  have  at  law  or 
in  equity.  Stack's  may,  at  its  sole  option,  either  (a)  cancel  the  sale,  retaining  as 
liquidated  damages  all  payments  made  by  the  Purchaser,  it  being  recognized 
that  actual  damages  may  be  speculative  or  difficult  to  compute,  or  (b)  sell 
some  or  all  of  the  numismatic  property  and  some  or  all  other  property  of  the 
Purchaser  held  by  Stack's,  in  a quantity  sufficient  in  the  opinion  of  Stack's  to 
satisfy  the  indebtedness,  plus  all  accrued  charges.  More  than  one  such  sale 
may  take  place  at  the  option  of  Stack's.  Such  sale  may  take  place  without 
notice  to  Purchaser;  if  Stack's  gives  notice,  it  shall  be  by  regular  mail  to  the 
address  utilized  on  the  bid  sheet,  consignment  agreement  or  other  address 
known  to  the  firm.  Such  sale  will  be  at  Stack's  standard  commission  rates  at 
public  or  private  sale,  within  or  without  the  City  of  New  York,  at  which  time

Purchaser  hereby  waives  all  the  requirements  of  notice,  advertisement  and 
disposition  of  proceeds  required  by  law,  including  those  set  forth  in  New 
York  lien  law,  article  9,  sections  200-204  inclusive,  or  any  successor  statute, 
with  respect  to  any  sale.  Purchaser  waives  a right  to  redeem. 

39.  The  auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  postpone  the  sale  by  auction  for  a rea- 
sonable period  of  time  as  a result  of  any  significant  event  which,  in  the  sole 
discretion  of  the  auctioneer,  makes  it  advisable  to  postpone  the  event.  No 
bidder  or  prospective  bidder  or  purchaser  or  prospective  purchaser  shall 
have  recourse  as  a result  of  any  postponement.  In  any  event,  no  person 
may  bid  without  registering,  and  ALL  REGISTERED  BIDDERS  including 
mail  bidders  and  agents  by  registering  or  bidding  agree  to  all  of  the  above 
Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale. 

40.  By  bidding  or  offering  to  bid,  bidders  acknowledge  that  they  have  read  all 
of  the  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  and  warranty  contained  herein  and  that 
they  accept  these  terms  and  conditions  without  reservation.  Stack's  reserves 
the  right  to  vary  the  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale  by  rider  or  other  means 
communicated  to  bidders.  By  purchasing  from  Stack's,  whether  present 
in  person,  or  by  agent,  by  written  bid,  telephone  or  any  other  means,  the 
bidder  agrees  to  be  bound  by  these  Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale. 

41.  In  some  cases.  Stack's  has  advanced  funds  to  the  consignor  based  on  the 
anticipated  auction  price  of  the  coins.  The  advances  will  be  repaid  from 
the  auction  price  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  advance. 

42.  ALL  ITEMS  ILLUSTRATED  ARE  OF  THE  ACTUAL  ITEMS  BEING
